W ashington, 
May 
16.— In connec­ 
tion with its decree ordering the dis­ 
solution of the Standard Oil Company 
of New Jersey, the supreme court 
•I the United 
States also handed 
down Its interpretation of the Sher­ 
man anti trust law, long awaited by an 
anxious business world. 
In this, the first of its big decisions 
in the anti trust cases, the court holds 
that the Standard Oil company is a 
conspiracy in restraint of trade and a 
monopoly 
in 
contravention 
of 
tho 
Sherman anti-trust law. 
Thus after 
a fight of many years in which every 
obstacle known to the legal profes­ 
sion has been interposed, the federal 
government has finally succeeded in 
its effort to compel this giant corpora­ 
tion to cast off its holding company 
and again to separate itself into its 
thirty-three constituent parts. 
To ac­ 
complish this gigantic undertaking the 
court sets a period of 
six months. 
This is an extension of five months 
over the time allotted in tile dissolu­ 
tion decree of the lower court. 
The 
decree of the circuit court was modi­ 
fied by the supreme court in only one 
other particular. 
The supreme court 
orders that the Standard Oil company 
and Its subsidiaries shall not be ex­ 
cluded 
from 
interstate 
commerce 
p nding the putting of its house in 
order. 
The decision of the court fails to 
point any way in which the Standard 
Oil company may dissolve and reor­ 
ganize. 
“ We construe the decree," 
said the court, “not as depriving the 
stockholders or the corporations, after 
the dissolution of this combination of 
the power to make normal arid lawful 
contracts or agreements, hut as re­ 
straining them from, by any device 
whatever, reerecting directly or indi­ 
rectly the illegal combination which 
the decree dissolved." 


Effect of the Decision. 


The decision of the court in regard 
to the general interpretation of the 
Sherman a n titru s t law was awaited 
with greater anxiety by the business 
world than the finding of fact in the 
Standard Oil case* 
The court holds 
that it is necessary to distinguish be­ 
tween “reas mable" and “unreasona­ 
ble" restraint r f trade as covered by 
the Sherman anti-trust law. 
The effect of the decision as viewed 
by distinguished lawyers, is to insert 
the word “unreasonable" in to the 
general prohibition in the Sherman 
anti trust law against combinations in 
restraint, of trade. 
The supreme court 
has thus eliminated the uncertainty 
with which all business combinations 
regarded the Sherman anti-trust law, 
and in the future it will be up to the 
government to draw the line between 
good and bad trusts. 
Tile anti trust 
law as construed by the court does not 
apply to all combinations, contracts 
or acts in restraint of trade, hut only 
to those which are shown to lie un­ 
reasonable and in which the intent to 
form an unlawful conspiracy or mo­ 
nopoly can be proved or inferred. 


Distinctly Reassuring. 
The decision and its general effect 
was regarded here as distinctly re­ 
assuring to business. 
The decision 


of the court was read by Chief Jusfic« 
Edward D. White. 
It was unanimous 
with the exception of Associate Ju s ­ 
tice Harlan’s dissent. 
Justice Har­ 
lan’s words were marked by bitin; 
sarcasm. 
He contended that the court 
had not gone far enough, and he ob­ 
jected particularly to the words of ibe
